DIRECTOR OF CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE DIRECTIVE ^ 

SECURITY COMMITTEE 

(Effective 15 July 1982) 

Pursuant to the provisions of Section 102 of the National Security Act of 19 17 and 
F]xecutive Order 12333, a Security Committee is herewith established. 

L Mission 

The Security Committee will advise and assist the Director of (amtial Inttlli- 
gence (DCI) in discharging his responsibilities to: 

a. ensure the establishment by the Intelligence (a)minunity of coriiruon 
security and access standards for managing and liaiidling foreign intelli 
gence systems, information, and products; and 

b. ensure that programs are developed which protect intdligtaict* sources, 
methods, and analytical procedures. 

2. Functions 

Under the general guidance of the Deputy Director of Ontral Iiit(‘llic^c‘ne(\ the* 
Committee will perform the following functions. 

a. Advise the DCI on security policies and procedure's to ensure' the iinplenium 
tation of the DCIs policies. 

b. Advise the DCI on common security and accesss standards bewaring on but 
not limited to: 

(1) personnel, physical, and information .security; 

(2) countermeasures against tecfinical surveillance; 

(3) security education and awareness: 

(4) automated data processing systems; and 

(5) research and development of securitv technicnies and e(}uipnienl. 

c. Recommend to the DCI policies for the conduct by Intelligeiua' ( jaminuiiity 
components of security investigations of unauthorized disclosure of intelli 
gence sources and methods information or classified intelligeiKc, det('rnune 
and recommend to the DCI corrective security measures to j)r('clud(' tlu* 
recurrence of disclosure or compromise. 

d. Establish common standards to protect sensitive' c()mi)artmented informa- 
tion. 

e. Publish implementing guidelines and procedures, such as thosr' lifted in tlu* 
attachment to this DCID.‘^

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S. Intelligence Community Responsibilities 

On request of the Coiiunittee Chairman, Intelligence Communit\ components 
will provide information relevant to the Committee’s mission and functions. 

4. Composition and Organization 

The Committee Chairman will be appointt'd by tlu‘ Direclor of Central 
Intelligence. 

The members of the Committee will be repn\sentatives dcssignatcHl by Intelli- 
gence Community principals. 

The Chairman will establish subcommittees and other subordinate groui)s as 
required. 

With the approval of the DCI, the Chairman may invite' represc'iUatix (ss of 
relevant United States Government entities to participate* as appropriate*. 

The Committee will be supported by an Exe'cutive: SeeTetariat.
